3. THE FIRST AIRCRAFT CRASHED AND BURNED IN THE VICINITY
OF UH 686865 SHORTLY AFTER IT HAD COMPLETED ITS BOMBING RUN. A
GROUND TEAM FROM PHOU PHA THI SEARCHED THE AREA AT 1600 HOURS ON
12 JANUARY AND REPORTED NOTHING WAS SALVAGEABLE. SEVERAL ROUNDS
OF SMALL ARMS FIRE ALSO HIT THE SECOND AIRCRAFT, WHICH BORE TAIL
NUMBER 665, AS IT MADE ITS BOMBING RUN. IT CRASHED IN THE
VICINITY OF UH 578895.

4. A GROUND TEAM THAT REACHED THE CRASH SITE AT UH 5789 AT
1689 HOURS ON 12 JANUARY RECOVERED TWO OF THREE BODIES IN THE
